REMARKS. During the past week there has been less strength in 
the metal market, and the little spurt which was effected a short 
time back has not been sustained, but, with a dull demand, prices 
have assumed a retrogressive tendency. This week has witnessed 
the close of the first half of the current year, and which has ended 
with the same characteristic as has prevailed during the greater part 
of that time. Holders do not appear to put much faith in the immediate future 
stability of the markets; consequently, realisations have been frequent, and 
have greatly helped towards the depression in the markets, while dona fide and 
legitimate: traders, equally slow to place any material confidence in a speedy 
revival, have continued to limit their purchases to most urgent wants; and not- 
withstanding that the same favourable incidences which have of late been | 
brought so prominently before our readers still exist, yet, up to the present, no 
impetus has been given to the regular demand, and the markets almost all round 
are rather less animated than they were a week or two back, and this, too, with- 
out any very special canse, save that recent operators are evidently of the opinion 
that, considering the heavy stocks of some metals and the maintenance of the 
supplies, it is more prudent to take profits wherever practicable than to run any 
further risk of the markets, It may be a matter of some little surprise to many 
that the remarkably cheap prices current for most metals, and the exceptionally 
high rates at which most stocks rule, does not cause the British public to with- | 
draw their attention from the stock markets and place it on that for metals ; | 
but when the numerous and great sacrifies which many of the British public had | 
to submit to during the inflation of last year are borne in mind their present 
reluctance to enter extensively into fresh engagements will not be a matter of 
great surprise. 

The surmmer months have now so far advanced that it does seem likely that 
there wlll be no very marked inmprovement until the approaching autumn, but 
according to all reports it is not at all unreasonable to anticipate the trade then 
to be brisk, not only on account of the present prices favouring such an expec 
tation, nor merely owing to the prevalence of cheap money and quiectude in 
politics, but more especially through the limited purchases heretofore made 
If there was any reason to believe that the requirements of the trade were be 
coming less, then this cause would not be one of so much importance, but when 
there isso much proof of the actual wants of the trade being on the increase 
rather than on the decrease, then the comparative small amount of buying 
which has continued since the year began, especially for shipping account, 
strongly indicates the great probability, if not certainty, of augmented buying 
during the latter half of the year. Lnvestors, therefore, should not hesitate to 
give the metal market their attention, and although speculators may deem that 
the immediate prospect is not sufliciently bright when there is the necessity of 
selling when promps fall due, yet there can be no risk in buying most metals at 
ruling rates by those who are prepared and can afford to hold out against the 
fluctuations which may oceur in the market. 

Coprer.—This market is dull, and holders of Chili bars, in order 
to make business practicable, have been obliged to accept reduced 
prices. The little improvement which took place a short time back 
has almost entirely subsided, and where buyers existed a week or 
two ago there are now free sellers, at prices much below those which 
were then readily paid. There does not appear to have been any 
very special cause for this sudden change in the position of affairs, except that 
the future seems to be attended with so much uncertainty, which makes holders 
anxious to realise with as little delay as possible, while at the same time it isa 
strong confirmation of the probability of that which we have so frequently stated, 
that were prices to materially advance present holders would not. hesitate to at 
tempt to rid themselves of a large portion of their stocks, and thus make free a 
large amount of capital, which in many instances must be locked up in this 
metal. Notwithstanding the reduced supply frou. Chili, and the slightly dimi- 
nished stock, yet there is still much more copper in existence than is needful to 
meet the actual wants of the trade, while supplies from some other sources are 
fully maintained, signifying that there is no very great chance of any further 
marked reduction in the total stock, therefore no particular relief is expected to 
be given to the market just yet. 

The statistics of Chili produce show the stock in first and second hands in 
Liverpool and Swansea to have been reduced during the last half of June to 
30,475 tons, against 30,753 tons on the 15th ult., the imports and deliveries 
during that period being extremely light, the former being 415 tons and the 
latter 693 tons, against 3350 tons and 1057 tons respectively for the correspond- 
ing period of last year, The charters from Chili for the past fortnight have 
been 180C tons and the price calculated at 59/., without any profit. The total 
charters from Jan, 1 to June 30 this year have been 17,850 tons, against 23,250 
tons for the same period of last year, and 25,800 tons for the first six months of 
1879, showing a decrease of 5400 tons as compared with 1880, and 7950 tons as 
compared with 1879. The total charters for the twelve months ending yesterday 
are also favourable, being only 35,250 tons, against 48,350 tons for the previous 
twelve months, or a decrease of 13,100 tons. 

Iron.—This market remains very dull, and but little business is 
being transacted, and there is scarcely any change to record in prices, 
which, owing to the limited demand, must be considered merely 
nominal, The present inactivity in the trade must be very dis- 
appointing to manufacturers, for not only are they unable to realise 
what they term remunerative prices, but they are also unable to 
obtain a sufficient number of orders to keep their mills in constant employment. 
It is more especially in the shipping business where such extreme quietude pre- 
vails. The trade for consumption is reported very fair, but when there is an 
absence of any appreciable export demand the trade necessarily suffers to a con- 
siderable extent, and what is still more unsatisfactory is that thereis no apparent 
great chance of any improvement in the American trade yet awhile. America 
is the country above all others which could give the necessary stimulus and relief 
to this market. Her requirements are so enormous that heavy as our stocks are, 
yet they could quickly be absorbed if only a fair proportion of the American 





| orders were to reach our shores, but since there is not much chance of so great a 
boon occurring at present prices, for America can produce and meet her own 
requirements as cheaply, if not cheaper, than what our manufacturers and 
makers can do, while at the same time we cannot compete favourably in price 
if in quality with the Relgian and Continental houses, consequently there is 
| little prospect of our markets being characterised with vitality for some time to 
come, although it should not be overlooked that advices from Australia are more 

| promising, and report increased activity in the trade in that country, while the 
| limited shipments lately made to India indicate that the time cannot be far dis- 
tant when she will again come forward, effect purchases, and thus give greater 
support to the markets. 
This week the Glasgow market has, for the most part been quiet, but prices 

| have kept, on the whole, tolerably steady. The opening price on Monday was 
47s. 6d., but the market speedily gave way to 46s. 1ld., closing at the worst, 
while on Tuesday buyers would not pay more than 46s. 9d. On Wednesday the 
| official quotation was 46s. 8d. to 46s. 9d., and yesterday the market was steady at 
the latter figure, the closing price for the week being 47s. 9d. The foreign 
and coastwise shipments last week were 10,977 tons, against 11,514 tons for the 
corresponding week of last year, or a decrease of 537 tons, and which makes the 
| total shipments tor the whole of this year 263,189 tons. against 371,754 tons for 
| the same time of last year, and 252,184 tons for the similar period of 1879. The 
| number of furnaces in blast continue at 120, while the stock in Connall’s stores 
| has been augmented by 1581 tons, making the visible stock 565,913 tons, against 
| 564,332 tons last week. The imports of Middlesborough pig-iron into Grange-

THE RAILWAY RATES FOR MINERALS, &c., CHARGED 
ON HOME AND FOREIGN LINES. 

The curiosities of railway rates charged by English companies, 
compared one with the other, or placed in juxtaposition with foreign 
lines, are a study deserving serious attention. 
petition between companies and localities leading to singular re- 
sults, and that long distances do not necessarily imply analogous 
rates, but sometimes the reverse. One company favours a place in 
which it has an interest apart from the railway itself, whilst another 
gives a special rate from certair localities at a long distance more 
favourable than is given toa place much nearer. It has been pro- 
posed to fix a uniform rate for minerals and goods on our English 
lines according to distance, but this would be the means of closing 
some of our most important centres of manufacture from participa- 
tion in the foreign trade of the country when they chanced to be a 
considerable distance from a seaport. This would be especially the 
case as regards Sheffield. In that town there are large quantities of 
steel rails produced for shipment abroad, and so there are at Mid- 
dlesborough. Now, Sheftield is 58 miles from a shipping port, whilst 
Middlesborough has no distance whatever to go to put rails on ship- 
board, and has, therefore, a great advantage over Sheffield. What, 
therefore, is wanced isa rate that would allow inland manufacturers 
to more evenly compete with those close to seaports than is at pre- 
sent the case. 
that railways cannot in cheapness compete with screw steamers, 
whilst a few pence in a ton of coal makes a great difference to the 
colliery owner. At present the rate to the Metropolis from the in- 
land fields is about a halfpenny per ton per mile, and if the charge 
is 7s. per ton the water rate will only be about 4s. That there is a 
considerable difference in the rate charged by the different railway

THE UNITED STATES AND THE IRON TRADE. 

As the home iron trade is very greatly dependent upon the course 
| of events in the United States of America we need not offer any 
| apology for again referring to the aspect of affairs in that great quarter 

of the world. There are not wanting some observers who predict 
| that the remarkable prosperity which the American Union has en- 
| joyed during the last two years is drawing to a close, as the harvest 
| of 1881 promises to be a much less abundant one than that of 1880. 
| Whether this is the case or not we will not stop just now to inquire. 
| Opinions differ greatly upon the subject, and we must await further 
and more precise information. The probability certainly is that this 
year will witness a less abundant American wheat yield, for the 
| simple reason that the crop of 1880 was one of well nigh unprece- 
dented abundance. tut whether there is a falling off or not in the 
production of wheat this year in the United States there are many 
circumstances in operation which appear to us likely to mitigate, at 
any rate, the severity of any change which may take place. There 
is no doubt that the Americans have drawn very large sums of money 
from Great Britain and Europe in exchange for the very substantial 
quantities of wheat which they have exported of late years. But

portant fact, namely, the decided reduction which has occurred in the 
rate of interest on money throughout the United States. In former 
years the severe rate of interest which had to be paid upon all capital 
raised in the United States for any object whatsoever was a heavy 
burthen and hindrance in the path of American industry. But this 
difficulty is now very largely mitigated by the fact that any munici- 
pality, or corporation, or firm, which is enabled to offer anything 
like tangible security, can now negotiate loans at 4 per cent., or at 
the most 44 per cent., per annum. In addition to these various cir- 
| cumstances we must also take note of the fact that American rail- 
road companies are now managed upon much sounder principles than 
formerly, and that a high standard of intelligence is brought to bear 
upon their general work and arrangements. 

With a population eakerg ie at the average rate of 100,000 
| per month, with an almost bofndless West still to colonise, with 
| capital cheap and abundant, and with a general growth not only ot 
| agriculture but also of miscellaneous industries, it will be strange 
| indeed if the commeicial prosperity of the United States is arrested 
|allatonce. There is no doubt that the abundance or scant!ness 
of the harvest of each year enters largely into the prosperity of any 
country. There is no doubt, also, that the progress of American 
| colonisation and settlement hinges very greatly upon the course 

taken by American agriculture; but, at the same time, our argument 
| is that the Americans have become so much wealthier and so much 
| more numerous and well informed than they formerly were that they 

are less likely to be subject to the violent panics which have left 
| sharply defined lines upon American history. Whether we are cor- 
rect or not in this conclusion remains to be scen ; but, at any rate, 
| the oft-predicted American panic is a long while in making its ap- 
pearance. It may be that in this respect, as in other matters, the 
beautiful words of the great Italian poet hold true, and that— 

“The sword of heaven is not in haste to smite, 
Nor yet doth linger.” ” od - fe 

For our part, we can but repeat our conviction that the circum- 
stances, influences, and conditions which we have enumerated will 
greatly mitigate the coming American panic, evenif it comes at all. 
The United States of 1881 compare very favourably with the United 
States of 1873. Not only have the United States 8,000,000 more in- 
habitants than they possessed in 1873, but the burthen of the public 
| debt has been sensibly reduced, credit has been placed upon a 














| stronger basis, and sound economic ideas have sensibly gained | 


ground. These are all circumstances which induce us to arrive at 


more cheerful conclusions than we might otherwise be disposed to | 


| form when we endeavour to forecast the probable influence of the 
| United States upon the iron trade of the world.

SPECTRUM ANALYSIS OF METALS, xc. 
| ‘The value of analytical chemistry in connection with the produc- 
| tion of metals, such as iron and steel in particular, is now recognised, 
| although the first awakening to it does not date so very many years 
back. About a quarter of acentury ago Mr. Riley, Mr. Price, and 
| Mr. Nicholson commenced applying systematic chemical research, 
with a view to the improvement of iron, and it is to chemical re- 
search we are indebted for the means for enabling furnaces to resist 
| high temperatures. The iron and steel masters owe a great deal to 
| the chemist for producing special qualities of metals; and now we 
are are told that a great deal may be expected from the use of the 
| spectroscope in the shape of new and interesting discoveries. This 
new department of science, which Prof. Adams describes as “ the 
fertile region of discovery, the border-land between chemistry and 
physics,” has been followed up with great assiduity by Mr. Tucker 
and Mr. Parry, and the Royal Society has lately so far recognised the 
mportance of the researches made by those gentlemen and commu- 
nicated to the Iron and Steel Institute and to the public, as to 
make them a grant of 100/. to enable them to continue their experi- 
ments. Prof. Dewar had occasion to use a spectroscope to distin- 
guish between very low temperatures and lower temperatures. Ina 
red-hot mass were emitted mainly red rays, which were of low re- 
rangibility ; the more intensely heated mass not only red rays of 
low refrangibility, but also yellow, but even blue and yellow rays; 
and if they sent such mixed rays of light through a prism they 
would get the red light af the less refrangible end of the spectrum 
| and the more refrangible rays would be seen at the other end of the 
spectrum. Prof. Williamson says if the spectroscope could be used 
in such a manner for distinguishing temperatures it seemed to him 
| likely to supply the chief requirements of a very ready and probably 
sufficiently accurate instrument for the purpose. Prof. Dewar used thi 
spectroscope to look at asolidor a liquid, but notagaseous body, and to 
separate by means of a prism the different rays which were emitted 
by it, and thus see how far they extended towards the more re- 
frangible end of the spectrum.

Messrs. Parry and Tucker, 
at the meeting of the Iron and Steel Institute, exhibited some iron 
and steel spectra taken by an are produced from a powerful battery, 
and the result of some experiments which have been made show 
that it is possible to an important degree to read the composition 
of a steel by mere inspection of its spectrum. In taking a spectrum 
of steel a function of its composition seems to be answered in the 
affirmative. The method, moreover, becomes in degree a quantative 
method, in so far as the greater the percentage of a foreign body in 
the steel the more prominent is its line in the spectrum. In ad- 
dition to the grant of 1007. from the Royal Society, Dr. Siemens has 
lent the gentlemen named a Siemens’ machine of high power for the 
experiments. It is needless to say that the result of the experiments 
about to be made by Messrs. Parry and Tucker in the application of 
the spectroscope to the analysis of iron and steel will be looked for- 
ward to with no ordinary interest by those in any way connected 
with our iron and steel industries, and we hope to be able to give the 
particulars when they are sufficiently ripe for publication. 











THE DIAMONDS, COAL, AND GOLD OF INDIA. 


The publication of a volume explaining the mode of occurrence 
and distribution of the diamonds, coal, and gold of India, by an 
officer of the Government Geological Survey of the Country—Mr. V. 
Ball, M.A., F.G.8.—is especially opportune at the present time, when 
the attention of so many in this country is directed to the devolop- 
ment of the Indian gold fields, and the manner in which the author 
has performed the task he has undertaken leaves little to be de- 
sired. The volume (London : Triibner and Co., Ludgate Hill) brings 
together in a condensed form the various accounts of the mineral 
deposits which have hitherto been so scattered through scientific and 
other papers as to be practically inaccessible. The existence of 
diamonds in considerable quantities in India has been known for 
centuries—probably long before the account of them was written in 
the Mahabarata 3400 years ago, and even the possession of the Koh- 
i-noor is believed by some to be traceable to the time of Vikrama- 
ditya, who lived half-a-century before the Christian era. Mr. Ball 
shows, in describing the diamond localities of Sambalpur, that 
Ptolemy possessed a remarkable amount of information concerning 
them, and he mentions that one of the most complete accounts of 
the diamond deposits of India is given by Karl Ritter in his “ Erd- 
kunde Asien.” 

Golconda, it appears, never produced diamonds, but was merely 
the mart were diamonds were bought and sold. There are, however, 
in India three extensive tracts, widely separated from each other, in 
which the ‘diamond has been sought for from the earliest periods of 
recorded history. Besides these principal tracts there are others as 
to which our knowledge is less perfect. With regard to the three 
| principal tracts it may now be fairly claimed that our knowledge 
of the geology of India enables us to fix the limits with approximate 
accuracy within which the diamond-bearing strata occur, and ont- 
side of which it would be useless to look for them. He refers to 
the several localities in detail, and states that there is not the least 
| ground for supposing that there has been any real exhaustion of the 
localities where mining is possible. 

The coal districts and the gold district are referred to with equal 
minuteness, and with regard to the latter he states that the detailed 
accounts of the Indian gold-producing tracts admit of geographical 
arrangement into four groups proceeding from south to north. In 
Madras there are the Wynaad and the Kolar groups. In Bombay, 
Dharwar, Belgaum,and Kaladgi. In Bengal, the Central Provinces, 
Orissa, South-Western Bengal, and the North-Western Provinces, in- 
cluding the Himalayas and Punjab. And the ultra-peninsular areas 

Assam, Burmah, Afghanistan, and Thibet. But capitalists and in- 
vestors require something more than geological classification, and 
this Mr. Ball fortunately supplies. He gives evidence of the abund- 
ance of gold in the Madras Presidency and the facility for obtaining 
it, for he says that to his mind as an occasional visitor to the Madras 
Presidency there is a noteworthy and remarkable fact which seems 
to have been overlooked by writers on the subject, and that is that 
the total amount of gold in the possession of the poorer classes of 
the inhabitants of Southern India must be enormous, and _ pro- 
portionally much greater than in other parts of the country. 
Men, women, and children even of the coolie class are commonly 
to be seen wearing ornaments of pure gold. Golden nose orna- 
ments are worn almost universally by the women and children. 
In the northern parts of India the ornaments which are worn 
are generally made of the baser metals, or of glass, &c. In 
times of famine or distress in Southern India these golden orna- 
ments are disposed of in order to procure food. Throughout 
India the use of jewellery by the higher classes is sufficiently 
notorious not to require special comment; but the use of pure gold 
by the lower orders is in a great measure, he believes, peculiar to 
Madras. Such facts as these cannot but be gratifying to those 
interesting in Wynaad and Mysore mines. Mr. Ball is evidently 
complete master of his subject, he has given much valuable practical 
information, has corrected many exploded hypotheses as to the geo- 
logical age of certain formations in India, and has brought the 
matter down to the present state of knowledge.

| County Court a case of some importance to colliers was heard. 
| Thomas Waterhouse, a miner, sued William Sheard, another miner, 
employed by the Middleton and Rochdale Coal Company, It ap- 
peared that the parties were working in the Bankhouse Pit, the de- 
fendant having employed plaintiff to assist him in coal getting. In 
the course of their operations defendant struck plaintiff’s knee with 
his pick, incapacitating him from work. The defendant alleged that 
the accident arose through the plaintiff shifting his position,—The 
Judge said there had evidently been carelessness in wielding the pick. 
If a person were using a spade and he wielded it so carelessly that it 
fell on the foot of another person he would be liable. A verdict 
would be given for the plaintiff for 5/. damages, and costs. 

THE BUCKNALL COLLIERY EXPLOSION--VERDICT OF MAN- 
SLAUGHTER AGAINST THE PROPRIETOR.—The coroner's enquiry as 
to the death of the eight men killed by the explosion of gas at the 
Bucknall Colliery, near Hanley, terminated on Wednesday, the jury 
returning a verdict of manslaughter against Mr. Perrins, proprietor, 
and manager of the colliery, whom they considered guilty of culpable 
negligence in the management of the colliiery. On May 3 a number 
of men were at work in the pit, driving a “ thirling” in a heading 
leading to some old workings believed to contain water, when sud- 
denly a quantity of water broke through the gap and burst upon them. 
The rush of water forced some accumulated gas on to the naked 
lights with which the men were working, and whilst they were making 
their escape the gas exploded. The evidence of Mr. Wynne, Chief 
Inspector of Mines, Mr. Sawyer, Assistant Inspector, and other wit- 
nesses, went to show that had boreholes been used in driving the 
“ thirling,” according to the provisions of the Mines Regulation Act, 
1872, the men would have had indication of the proximity of water, 
and would have been warned of their danger. It was not shown 
that this had been done, although leakage from the same place had 
occurred some days previous to the inundation. The 76th general 
rule of the Act was also iznored, which enjoined the use of safety 
lamps near wor 1 in any space where there was likely 
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to be an accumulation of gas. It was stated that the Cockshea® |

THE THIRD ANNUAL CANADIAN EXHIBITION. 

This year the Dominion Exhibition will be held at Halifax, Nova 
Scotia. The principle has been adopted of selecting a different pro- 
vince each year for these exhibitions, in order that the industries 
characterising the various sections may be afforded full opportunities 
for display. The agricultural interests, as might be expected, receive 
very much attention, and have an extended list of prizes covering 
every variety of horses, cattle, sheep, vegetables, kc. The manufac-

The smaller agricultural implements, which were formerly in great 
measure imported from the United States, are now replaced by those 
of home manufacture, and branch establishments of English houses 
would find a good market for their capital by working here on 
American models, which are prepared by Canadian farmers. 

The economic minerals will be represented in 23 sections; and, as 
Nova Scotia contains many useful minerals, it may be anticipated 
that this part of the Exhibition will prove highly interesting. The 
Provincial Government have authorised Mr. Gilpin, the Inspector of 
Mines, to collect specimens of the various minerals owned and leased 
by the Crown, and without doubt the proprietors of the gold mines 
will take advantages of this opportunity of inviting the attention of 
capitalists to the treasures they are developing. ; 

It is in connection with the minerals of Nova Scotia that this 
Exhibition possesses the greatest interest to many of our readers.

THE TAUNUS MINE.

Allwho could have known anything definitely of the cause of het | 


explosion having been killed, nothing absolutely conclusive has been 
jascertained. Both the dynamite and blasting gelatine were supplied 
| direct from the manufacturers to Capt. Penrice (late R.E.), who was 
testing an improved system of tunnelling which he has invented, and 
which consists in first driving a central hole some 10 ft. deep, and 
then enlarging for which about four holes suffice; heclaims that 


with these five holes he does as much work as is now done with 25} 


or 30 holes. The system of tunnelling does not appear to have had 
anything to do with the explosion. 

The report explains that Blasting Gelatine No. 1 consists of nitro- 
cotton combined with thoroughly purified nitro-glycerine, and con- 
taining not less than seven parts of such nitro-cotton in every 100 
parts of blasting gelatine; the whole to be of such character and 
consistency as not to be liable to liquefaction or exudation. Nitro- 


cotton, consisting of nitro-cellulose, carefully washed and purified, | 


and of such composition that not less than 70 per cent. of the dry 
| material shall be soluble in nitroglycerine. Lieut.-Col. Majendie 
mentions that the material as first licensed was thus described :— 
“Blasting gelatine No. 1, consisting of collodion cotton, as herein-

ber, 1863, he was the Mayor of Port Adelaide. During these 10 years he visited 
various gold mines in the colony, and increased thereby his knowledge and ex- 
perience of mining matters. In 1864 he left Melbourne for England; whether 
on that occasion he visited Cornwall does not appear. In 1865 he again left 
England, proceeding to Calcutta. Up till 1869 he was employed on the railways 
in India, in what capacity is not stated, but, judging from what follows, on the 
clerical staff, Leaving the railway he undertook duties similar to those which 
occupied Mr, Charles Marvin's time, until the Foreign Office writer's journalistic 
j instincts led him into mischief. Fyrom 1869 to 1874, Mr. Harris was employed 
as an alphabetical indexer and assistant French translator in the Foreign Oitice 
at Calcutta, a position which, from what is known of life in India, could not 
have been very comfortable for a man why had been Mayor of Port Adelaide, 

In the beginning of 1875 he went to Bombay, and there he saw an advertise 
ment for a manager for the Alpha Gold Mines in the Wynaad district in the 
| Presidency of Madras. He put himself in communication with Messrs. Fletcher 
} and Co., Ootacamund, and made an arrangement with them to manage the 
| Aipha Gold Mines for six months, On Oct. 16 he arrived at the Alpha Mines, 
and continued as manager during the six months of his engagement. The mine 
had been worked before he arrived, and belonged to a company for whom Mr. 
Fletcher was secretary. During his engagement he prospected the country 
round about the Alpha, and traced the reets which ran east and south by his 
compass.
